THE GRAND DUCHY OF 
LUXEMBOURG 

From London Economist — 

Luxembourg has always been 
Important stateglcally. In the 
past it has been a kind of Euro¬ 
pean crossroads for marching 
armies. Here the Moselle opens 
a way to and from Germany. 
Here, too, you are within striking 
distance of Holland, Belgium and 
France. 

For Germany, Luxembourg 
would be particularly valuable In 
a war because It constitutes a 
vap to the Belgian line of de¬ 
fence ; though, on the French side, 
the Maglnot line sets up a form¬ 
idable barrier to any German ad¬ 
vance.

Yea, It la mercury, 
also called quicksilver. 

Mercury la a metal which keeps 
Its liquid form In the air, unless It 
Is placed where It is so cold It will 
freeze. It freezes at about 40 de¬ 
gree* below zero. Fahrenheit.

When silver is heated until It di 
becomes molten. It takes In a w 
great deal of oxygen from the b 
air. It the molten mass cools si 
slowly, this gas goes hick slowly 11 
to the air. On the other hand, a 
silver "spits" when It Is made to tl 
cool at a fast rate. Gas burst* v 
through the crust and hurls out 
little pellets of silver. ^ 

A way to stop the "spitting" Is 

to add copper to the molten silver.
